There could Lo no more beautiful spot for
the location of the boateheries than on the
platoan overlooking tha PPlatte river near
South Hond, with the valley sweeping away
In the borzon's vim, The doy was perfect,
uat sueh o day tiar insplred Hedry  ward

ochor to kponk of "Oetouer waois, Ootober
thoughts, Octonor musiogs. ' Thoe autumnal
colors, brown, slonna, red, gave n touch of
brighiness 1o tho landscape that changed
the wholo faco of the couptey from the
aapect it wore but n short month before,
Conmiug uaturo was at her very best, the
voluptuous lulluby of the autumn flelds
making evervihing drowsy, whila the cloar,
fathon.léas blue of the sky overbend, the
sllver wators of thoe PPlatte ot owe's foot,

Here, amid the most pastoral scenery
fn Nebraskn, the fish commission hus
located the huatebories on HILy-two neres
of ground and supplied the plieco with
comfortable uwuildings, haviog tweny-
two ponds  with five sione doams
all fed by a maeniticent, cool, Tunning strenm
of water brought feom the hills beyvond,  1The
hatehery putlding, construeted fovthe future
a8 well astho  present, has o capaciky of
hatehing 30,000,000 annuully, their avorage
output being 10,000,000 o year,

The methoos udnd in the propagition
af flsh  ure poavlicularly loeresiing w
the nimrod, who 1o the spawn of
the troul, bass, cropples, sces  future
days ofexquisite pleasuro landing toe oy
tlbo or playiug them with Hy and minvow,
1a vthe batebhevy bullding there is o very long

reservolr provided with motil oratcs, upou
which the tish deposit tielr spawn, wnd Lhe
interstices nre so arcanged that as the Nsh

1t is ulso concodod that axerclse of & praoti:
cal; nature, with thought and purpose o Lt
Is of more value than that which s taken
simply for the sake of recreation, providing
thore is an oarnestness nond willlogoness on
the part of the participint saficient to
make the work really enjoyable,

With these tncts itis very ensy to under.
stand one of the purposas of the German

Tho manual tealmuag school den has beon
paluing ground not ouly o Earopoe bul in
the United States guite rapidly during the
past tor years. Prominent educators are
bogiuning to feel the nocossity ol tenening
young people to do something rather thun
to depend for a livelibood ang s useful
pince in the world upon learning what other
people bave dede. Nebraska bas oneof the
most complete manual tealning schools in thls
country, Itlstne Halah sehool at Lincoln,
teiog o branch of tne Waosleyvan-university,
and Omaha has mpao a bozinning In trs
airection of which there is no reason to feol
ashamed and which has aleeady furmshod
oncournging results, The Omahs manual
tratning school Is in the basewent of the
Hien school bultding,. It occuples two
lurgo rooms and Lhe aemnnds upon the
sehool nve &0 great thai it ought to bave
threo times the spaco and facliities that it
now hns,

The trst class inthe morning was just
golng to work when the reporter visited the
gschool the other day and it being the small-
@st elnss of the uny there was an oxcoellent
opportunity  afforded to cbserve thoe indi-
vidaual work of every mombarin the class,

Some of them wero in thele first year's
work in that departiment aod others wore
doing Lthe jsecond yenr's work., I'hey cime
in eagerly, went direet to the drawoers and
besches, for which they carvried kevs, took
out thele tovls and began work as meihodi-
cally ns s force of veworan carpenters. T'horo
woere threo givls in the class and tho reportor
naturally began to wonder what sort of a
fignre thoy would cut, with a bawmer aod
saw. But the giris ook hold of the tools
with as bueh conlluence and oaso as noy of
the boys,
